Xhe technical feature linking groups I-II appears to be the oligomeric HIV gpl60 molecule. 
Schawaller (U.S. Pat. No.6 140059) disclose a method of producing native ologomeric HIV 
gpl60 oligomers (see abstract). Xherefore, the technical feature linking the inventions of groups 
I-II does not constitute a special technical feature as defined by PCX Rule 13.2, as it does not 
define a contribution over the prior art. 

Xhe special technical feature of group I is considered to be the HIV gpl60 composition. 

Xhe special technical feature of group II is considered to be a method of producing the HIV 
gpl60 trimer. 

Accordingly, groups I-II are not so linked by the same or corresponding technical feature as to 
form a single general inventive concept.
